KniTou Journal: — In tbt AniiaU 
for duly, there is a good article by 
I'rof. W. Q. Jenkins upon the ne- 
cessity of giving loyal devotion to 
tbe bead or chief of an institution by 
the teachers and all in the employ ^>f 
tbe institution. Toe advice is useful 
as well as sensible, and ought to re- 
ceive careful attention from the pro 
festoon. 

I'rof Jenkins prefaced his article 
with tbe remark that he could not but 
feel embarrassed in discussing such a 
subject, as he was afraid bis position 
in the matter might canne some mis- 
understanding and provoke unplea 
saut criticism from others interested, 
bul the subject is one of great impor- 
tance lo the welfare of the pupils, as 
whatever affects tbe standing of the 
Principal has more or lees influence 
upon the institution under his charge 
and the propriety, nay, (he justice of 
paying unswerving loyalty to tbe head 
of a school, can not be questioned 
when Ihe best interests of all con- 
cerned are at stake. 

The Principal represents the insti- 
tution, and the institution represent*) 
ihe Principal, so that, in the abstract, 
leaving personality out of the ques- 
tion, both are affected by the same 
results. In all other matters, where 

tl.w twwtltullw.i !>. uub .lUvv.lt lull I 

ostod, the name unquestioning obedi 
eiiee will not be in harmony with the 
spirit of this free country, wherein 
every man has a right to his own 
opinion. 

A good many reasons can be given 
to show why the Principal of an insti 
tulion should receive all the respect 
and deference from lus subordinates 
that bo is entitled to, but the best 
reason is this; tho effect upon the 
pupils when the least want of respect 
is shown by teaehors to the Princi- 
pal is disastrous to good order in the 
institution. Let the pupils see how 
■lightly the Principal is regarded by 
his subordinates, and can you doubt 
that disorder or insubordination will 
reign supreme in the institution? The 
exisiting bond of conlidence between 
tbe head and those under his charge 
will be broken in twain by tbe least 
sign of contempt indulged in by the 
teachers towards their superior, either 
in public or in private. After that, 
no peace could be expectod, and a stale 
of things ensues which will drive the 
Principal into excesses, in a vain at- 
tempt to maintain bis authority, re 
suiting, as has be< n repeatedly done 
before, in his resignation or dismissal. 
Or, while these things continue, ihe 
iiialeonleiit teacher will fan Ihe llnme 
into a blaze until be has achieved his 
object, bat at what a sacrifice of the 
morals and progress of tbe pupils ! 
Such disturbers deserve to be sum- 
marily dismissed, never again to 
be appointed in the profession. 
Whenever a teacher is tempted to 
complain, whether rightly or other- 
wise, of his Principal, let him reinein 
ber the welfare of the institution above 
all things, and hold his peace. Bury 
all personal grievances under the 
higher law of loyal devotion to the In- 
stitution. No teacher, as long as he 
is in the employ of an Institution has 

a right to air his grievances in the 
presence of his pupils. Lot, him bo 
ware of doing so, for as surely as 
there is a law of retributive justice, 
the Bam*. Contempt of authority that 
ho shows towards his superiors will 
be shown towards himself by his pyj. 
pils. Tbe idea of infallibility enter- 
tained by pupils concerning their 
teachers or Principal, should never be 
impaired or destroyed. The reverent 
belief in Ihe inlalliblc wisdom of the 
Pope at Koine is an enduring link in 
the chain which binds millions of 
('at holies lo him. Were that illusive 
chain now broken, the Pope would be 
caHt off as a worthies* Mo!, and his 
authority would be no longer regard 
ad, It is a matter ol Ota OS I impor 
lance to the well being of ihe institu 
lion that this illusion of infallibility 
should be forever kept as sacred in 
ju\ eiiile minds in our institutions mi 
til the pupils are old enough to learn 
belter. It would do no good but 



much harm for them to 
idea before their time. 

By these remarks, I do not mean to 
advise blind, unquestioning obedience. 
but what I do mean is tliat on no oc 
Oaaion should any disrespectful re- 
mark be made in (lie presence of pu 
pils concerning the Principal or fel- 
low-teachers, but, on the contrary, 
right or wrong, the Principal should 
be sustained under any circumstances 
whatever, for the well-being of the 
institution requires it, and every 
teacher is expected lo give till his al 
legiance lo the institution and to ex 
ert all his influence to promote its 
success. 

Loyalty to the chief meant loyalty 

to clan in those old Scottish days, ami 

by the same token, loyally to the 

Principal is bul another name for loy 

ally to the institution. Prof. Jenkins 

quotes well : 

•'Tlio Ohlef alwivys right 
lint, rigid at wrong, altfayi the Ohtef," 

Much, if not, all of the trouble thai 
has arisen In different institutions, 
would certainly be avoided if the 
Principal had the sole appointing 
power. He should be allowed the 
right of choosing bis assistants from 
his own friends, and of dismissing 
others who are not in harmony with 
him. Tbe interests of ihe institutions 
demand this. No Board of Trustees has 
a right 10 force their own friends upon 
the corps of teachers without the 
Principal's consent, for such appoin 
tees would be sure to feel themselves 
independent of him and accountable 
only to the Board. Under such cir- 
cumstances, there will be trouble In 
the majority of institutions, the Prin- 
cipal has too little power, and ha may 
be compelled for months to see an in- 
surrection stirred up by certain teach 
ers among the pupils without the 
power of dismissing the incendiaries 
On the other band, if there is really 
any ground for complaint, there is the 
Hoard, whose duty it is to settle such 
eases. If the teacher can not abide 
i.y iln' l'ilmlpal"s cninlne!, lie should 
resign. That is is the more honorable 
course of conduct than to made trou 
ble in the institution and thus impair 
its usefulness. Or, if he will not re- 
sign, then, in all decency, he ought to 
bold bis peace and mind his own af 
fairs. Outside of the institution, he 
is free to do what ho pleases, but noi 
before. That is a c mitnon-sense view 
of the matter. Suppose that the 
Principal has had occasion to disci- 
pline a pupil and the offender complains 
to one of the teachers, what must the
